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Dunlace Castle is a picturesque ruin situated on a 
rugged and precipitous rock three miles to the east of 
Portrush, and about the same distance from the even more 
famous Giant’s Causeway. The rock is loofeet high, being 
connected with the mainland by an arch eighteen inches 
wide spanning the intervening chasm. The date of the 
construction of the Castle is somewhat obscure, but it is a 
very ancient building. 
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
